The session of the legislature which 
ended_jast week may be lese notable 
for what was accomplished than for 
what was begun, but not finished. The 
members may be called together a- 
gain at midsummer to deal further 
with at least two matters which en- 
gaged wide attention, each of which 
is of very real importance to the tax- 
payers for financial or other reasons. 

The proposal to self the provincial 
railways was the outstanding item or 
the sessional program. While it was 
not carried to completion, euch pro- 
gress was made that the summer ses- 
sion may find it possible to dispose of 
both thé remaining lines on satisfac- 
tory terms. “The sale of the Lacombe 
and North Western had, as it deserv- 
ed to have, the unanimous support of 
the members, and the revised offer 
for the E.D. and B.C. appears to be 
acceptable, the delay in acceptance be- 
ing mainly due to a hope that suitable 
terms may also be obtained from the 
A. and G.W. in the interval. 

The plan to utilize the Dominion 
police for the general purposes of 
law enforcement also goes over to the 
midsummer session. While the terms 
offered would effect a considerable 
| saving to the province, the still more 
vital consideration is to make some 
arrangement which will avoid the 
dangers of dual control and assure 
the smooth functioning of the Dom- 
inion foree under instructions from 
the provincial authorities in respect 
to such matters as lie within their 
range of responsibility. It is hoped, 
not without reason, that an arrange- 
ment satisfactory to both the federal 
and provincial governments may be 
reached. 

Indirectly the bill to amend the 
Debt Adjustment Act has put anoth- 
er long-standing issue in line for an 
attempted settlement. Financial 
concerns having large interests in the 
province objected to this measure; 
with the result that it is being held 
over, probably until the next regular 
session. In the meantime conferences 
are to be held, at which the relations 
between Government, loaning com- 
panies and borrowers will be thresh- 
ed out; it will be very generally hop- 
ed, with the result of putting an end 
to a situation which has long hamper- 
ed the operations if loan companies 
in Alberta and correspondingly _ re- 
stricted the opportunities for obtain- 
ing capital for improvement purposes. 
‘ The report of the special commis- 
sion which investigated taxation was 
presented during the session, but has 
been left for consideration nextyear. 
The report is comprehensive, and 
foreshadows a decided inerease in 
provincial levies, For that reason it 
takes rank among the important ques- 
tions which arose during the session 
but which are left for future action. 
That the report has aroused wide at- 
tention is evident, and it is to be sup- 
posed that: it will be studied with cor- 
respending interest before the legis- 
lature comes to deal with it. The de 
Jay has been not inaptly termed a 
“respite,” of which the public are 
likely to make good use.
